The act is bîing backed by Denton

parllainent session.

lyike feudalism and the guild sys- 
tem, capitallisro is one of the methods 
of n^ankind In attempting to provide 
for material needs. Jl has brought man 
from agnoulturc to modern industrial 
culture. But we must look at it ob- 
jectively and rcalliie that It has ll>> 
weaknesses as well as its advantages; 
if it works well, keep It, — if it works 
badly throw it o'jt, he f:a:'l. 

Tliree .Superior Isyslein» 

3f we "ould get a new and better 
system quickly and peacefully, then wc 
should do so by 'all means, the. speak- 
er declared. Three Infiniloly belter and 
more (.•fficicnt economic systems are: 
first, 'Jeohnocracy — under which ma.- 
lerlal planning would be handed over 
to engineers, thi profit system would 
disappear, and the absolute maximum 
of work would be J3 houra per week. 
Second, Socialism, with slalc produc- 
tion for service, as In llusiia, would be 
even more wonderful in the United 
States, which is so much better equip- 
ped technically. Third, the middle way 
of Sweden, characterized by cp-opcra- 
l;vc control of Indusliy. 

Any of theic tlncc tyjjlcins, reiterat- 
ed Dr. Uai'iics, is infinitely superior lo 
capitalism, in abstract, as effic'cnt 
means of providing materially for « 
countiy.

Return to Collective System 
Of Diplomacy May Be

"DRITISH foreign policy should not 
be based on the conception thtit 
li:urope is faced with eventual control 
by one of two opposing economic 
Ideologies, that of Fascism or Com- 
munism, ftecent crltici.sm of nrltlsh 
policy has been founded on this entire- 
ly mistaken view," declared S. K. flat- 
cllffe, speaking before tho Canadian 
Club, in the Windsor Hotel, yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. Ralcllffo took us his 
subject "nrttain and the I'luropeim 
Crisis." He is well known in lirltain 
as a Journalist and one who has a close 
connection with accurate sources of In- 
formation and Parliament,

In Ills speech flcv. Spencn iMilllnod the 
polillcnl devclopnirtils In Sp.iin and 
the work done by Canailiaii.s in allevi- 
ating the pain and suffering of tho 
Spanish people. 

ThA speaker pointed out that this lu 
not a civil war but nn Invasion from 
Morocco aided nnd abetted by Italy and 
Qertnany which has Incurred tho re- 
sentment of tho nriass of tho Spanish 
people. Jt is not a war between Com- 
munism and Fascism but ii dcliborato 
rebellion tigainsl liberalism. .\l tho 
start, the military seized nil the muni- 
tions and the non-inlorvcnilon plun was 
really Intervention .on behalf of tho re- 
bels. Tho flow of ann» to ti\a rebels 
continued but the Lioyalists svcre com- 
pletely cut off. The rebels, fighting In 
the midst of a ho.stilc populiilloii with 
foreign troops, have no respect for 
property and >^'e|.iiro',<loins our part to 
repair the trcmondoiis huvou wrought 
on the Spanish populace, ho declared. 

IJr. Betliuno's >Vorh 

At tl\e oiilbrcak of hosjilltios sporadic 
outbursts of sympathy for tho Span- 
i.sh people were evident thioughoul the 
Dominion, These grou|>.s united tu 
form the present organization. !>r. 
Norman Bothuno offered his services 
with the woi-ds, "1 am undertaking this 
work as a doctor and a humanitarian." 
Ho went to Spain nnd his quick ef- 
fective .ictrôn aided by finances from 
homo soon whipped tho unit Into a 
most efficient ^iood' transfusion centre; 
Now, the speaker staled. Dr. Bothune 
is extending his activities to other 
fronts and he .i,s going to equip a 
second car. Tliesc cars when fully fur- 
nished can cover within one hour an 
area of radius 'JS mites, and there ono- 
cute the ncces8ary transfusion with 
specially preserved blood. 

A labelled and catalogued army of 
donors of blood ib organized nnd lo- 
ceivcs decorations for its efforts, In 
coitcluslon tho Hev. Spence stressed 
tho facr that the work must and will 
go on, ' * ' 

Prof. l''or.scy [iicceding tho visiting

Pirandello i i-r^v-oph:-- of hfe Is the 
apparently parado.xical assumption 
that so-called "real life" Is actually an 
illusion. Only unreality is real. This 
original it bewildering conception Is 
fully illustrated in "Henry IV". 
"Henry", a rich Italian gentleman ot 
the present day, takes part in a pag. 
cant representing iho cireer of Henry 
IV. tho Emperor of Germany w h o 
qu,-irrel!ed with the Papacy at i li e 
hcishl of its powjr. and ua;, conipeilcd 
to staii.l barefoot in tho snow betoro 
the Ciu^ilc ot Canossa for four days be- 
fore His Holiiies.-* consented to forgivo 
him, Tho woman ho loves', a .March- 
loncss. plays tho part ot the Kaii.cr'.i 
deadly enemy, Matii.ia nf Tuacaiiy. }i,t, 
rival in !o\e. mi old roue, causes his 
horse to rear. He falls and htrlkes his 
head. Hu prelends to bo insane, nnd 
for twelve ycar.s. tho pageant is kept 
up at his country house in Italy. 

Tho play rcprt.U'Uts an aticmi'l by 
tho .Marchioness to euro hinn In a 
fury 1-0 slays his riva!, and takes re- 
fuge in his IHiKinily to escape Ihc hand 
ot justice. Pirandello hero stu'.'Ics a 
situation whcro an individual finds a 
woiUjt ot unicalily t^iriust upon him. 
When it seems ho i.s about lo bo releas- 
ed, tho tragedy of deeper reality obliges 
him once more to rcluni to unreality. 

Pirandello is ciuphatically one ot tho 
mu.-<l original serious wriicr;* of our 
day. His "Si\ Characters in Search of 
an Auiiun ", an aiiiiisin^; and profound 
salirc, appeared in HCl, and instant- 
ly foun univci-.sal recognition. Ho wa;j 
presented the Xobcl ÇTizo tor Litcru- 
lure In lUoI. 1 

Perhaps llio chief cliaiacturlsl c of 
PinuKlello's work is the uicditalivo but 
^ scathing irony of tho scholar. It would 
j appear that lito is but dust and ashes 
I iu his mouth. Ho rovels In bitter cpi- 
Î v;r;iins liku the i\'!!c«mi^ ".\5k an ar- 
tiM ulKii l.s i!k- .viiUc.st i-isiil ill Uie 
uorUI, and !iu \\\'.] icpl.i, 'Utughter on 
Iho face ot inau'."

'J^HIS sKond halt of the current season arot under 
v ay rn SunOHv .nriprnooii v-ith a storllnff per- 
formance in which \\ nouM be InvldloUft to attempt 
aistlncUons in the calibre of the efforti oT the 
Orchesira it5(lf nnd thofo of the soloist of the after- 
noon, Jlr. rcrt'j- Grainger. A hovis» filled with 
music-lover."!, ihfmselvrs in turn filled with *n- 
thusiaam, gave sustained evidence of Its appreciation 
of the musical faro 'offered it, ahd leads one to hope 
that at last musical Montreal ha-t acquitted itaclf 
nobly In a financial way, 

Mozart it at his most charming In the britrht 
"Haffncr " S.vmphony with which Dean Clarke open- 
I'd îJie program. U received a delicate and lender 
treatment \\\rs:\i were ideiilly suited lo its graceful 
icrapcr. (It was composed in honour of the wedding 
of a daughter of the Mayor of Salzburi;— * man 
named Uaffner.) The pianissimo passage* were 
particularly well done, and thé conductor la to be 
complimented on his wirard-like power of control 
over the strings. 

There Is no Question but that Tschaikowskl's 
first piano concerto, which followed, woe the high 
light of the concert. Krom xht moment that Mr. 
Uraingcr oommenced his performance with those 
broad massive chords that are the piano's entry, the 
xudlehce sal spellbound. The orchestra was In per- 
fect at^ord with him throughout the whole of IIiIb 
stirring work — from the dramatic first movement 
through the delicate andanllno of Ihe second up to 
the terrific climax of the third— and rightly shared 
in the tumultuous upplausc that gieeled the finale.

The so- 
phisticated, IntolllgL'iit robber doesn't 
use u machine run, lie u.^ics a holding 
company^ and American law Is design- 
ed to protect him. 

After a brief outline of Industrlii; 
capitalism, Or. Ilarnes offered an out- 
line of .suggealed reforms,. Including 
hystematizallon of production and con- 
sumption, of taxât:. .1. curbing of 
crime, and the cutting down of war c.\- 
peitdltures. But, liu concluded, Hooso- 
veil had his chance and did not take 
It, so Ihei't i.s \ery Uttle hope ol' liicte 
rol'ormi ever boiiitr ULxoniplished.

There Is a pos.sibillty ml !■ ,'oini by 
democratic methods, n.^ tn Sweden. 
Roosevelt's New Deal »as designed 
from beginning to end to help finan- 
cial Interesta. He followed a program 
of conciliation and compromise. Dr. 
Rarnes said. But In 1031, h.s soon as 
business began to hiirrove. bie bu-sinc"* 
turned on him, and even now Its co- 
operation Is forced and resentful. This 
proves) that we cannot expect enlight- 
enment selfishness on the part «f 
Business. If it hod been far-.slghted en- 
ough, it could have made the capitalist 
system immune for another quartets 
century. 

Today Uie United States is in the 
control of Investment bankers — a 
system of financial capitalism where 
ownership is divorced from uuiiiage- 
ment. Finance capitalism follows a 
rcffuiar pi-otciliire — first comes the 
unloading ot watered slock on sucker^; 
then, the building of concerns Gxtra> 
vagantly mismanaged; htstly these are 
run Into receivership, where tho man- 
agement steal the concern, leiiviiig the 
stockholders "holding tho Ixig." 

This, declared Dr. Uaruea, Is how 
finance capitalism operates— primarily 
through holding companies. The so- 
phisHcatcd, inlolltgcnt robber doesn't 
use a machine run, ho u.ses a holding 
company.^ and American law Is design- 
ed to protect him. 

After a brief outline of Industrial 
capllnllsui, Ur. Darne.s offered an out- 
line ot auggeslrd retorms. Including 
Kysloniatliatlon of iiroiluclion and con- 
sumption, ot taxât'. .1, turbinK uf 
crime, and the cutting down of war ex- 
penditures. Uut, Itu concluded, Uooso- 
veil had hia chance and did not take
